Pre-Engineering or equivalent examination of a recog- 
nised University/Institution; or first year examination 
under the five-year Engineering degree course of a 
recognised University /Institution; OR (B) Interme- 
diate or an equivalent examination of a recognised 
University/Board, or first year examination under the 
three-year degree course of a recognised University, 
provided that before joining the above course he had 
passed the Higher Secondary Examination of a recog- 
nised Board/Indian School Certificate Examina- 
tion/Pre-University Examination of a recognised 
University, with Mathematics, Physics and 
Chemistry as subjects of the examination.
